After selling those sets, Bruce recently returned to dollars with a new Gobrecht set and a spectacular early 
dollar set capped by his dream coin, the Amon Carter 1794 Dollar. Not many collector’s can say they have 
completed not only the finest 1794-1885 Dollar Sets and have over the years owned such coins as two 1913 
Liberty Head Nickels, an 1894-S Dime, 1876-CC Twenty Cent piece, 1827 Original and Restrike Quarters, 
1838-O Half Dollar, two 1885 Trade Dollars and four 1884 Trade Dollars!

Part II of the Seated half dollar portion is replete with 
another fantastic run of Proofs anchored by two classic 
rarities. An 1841 in NGC PR65+, the sole finest graded 
and one of only 8 known and the 1840 NGC PR65 

ex. Pittman example of which just a handful exist! 
Opportunities like this do not come around often, you 
positively do not want to miss out on the dozens of gem 
cameo pieces in a variety of dates

PCGS 39, NGC 26. PCGS Price Guide value is $2,000. The 
last example to trade at auction sold for $1,440 in April 2020, 
although it was dirty looking and not appealing. We expect 
this coin to sell for more and suggest you bid aggressively if 
you would like to own it!

When these early large cents were struck, our 
country was in the midst of the second term of George Washington’s presidency, and the economy was so fledgling that the 
mint officials had not been able to secure the funds to pay the security bonds that were required by the Coinage Act of 1792 

in order to strike silver or gold coins. When we look back over the two and a quarter centuries since, this is a tangible link to 
a time when the United States was not the economic powerhouse it is now.
